THE MINING NEWS. 

The news from Cariboo which we published 
on Saturday is calculated to, inspire confidence 
in every class of the community. | While dis- 
claiming any desire-to see the merchant lose by 
supplying the Cariboo market, we congratulate 
the country upoh the reasonablé prices now rul- 
ing in the provision market there. At this time 
last year flour, the great'regulator of the mar- 
ket, was held at 50 cents a pound ; now it is 
freely sold at 32 cents. This great reduction in 


the price of.‘ provisions must exert a most|’ 


important influence npon mining operations gen-' 
erally. : The high price of living in Cariboo has 
hitherto been the great obstacl¢ in the way of a 
more general and eflective effort to develop the 
immense mineral resources of that region. With 
provisions as high as: a dollar and sometimes 
even a dollar anda half a pound, prospecting 
was almost out-of the question, while none but! 
the richest ground would justify the enormous 
expense of working. Every enterprise-was para- 
lyzed, population was driven away, and the avail- 
able dividends of the richest claims were alarm- 
ingly reduced. With the present price of living 
there is certain to be a very perceptible stimulous 
given to prospecting and opening up new ground, 
the result of which will probably be felt before 
the close of thé season. Ther¢ is another very 
important and remarkable feature in the news 
which has reached us of late from the Cariboo 
gold fields. Informer seasons the labour mar- 
ket has always been glutted, the supply has ex- 
ceeded the demand, and hundreds of men have 
been unable to obtain employment as bired hands, 
and have been prevented, owing to the great 
expense of living and the absence of means to 
procure food, from engaging in mining operations 
on their own account. This season appears to 
be a striking ex@ption in this-respect also. We 


are assured that there is a scatcity of men to} 


work claims already opened; while there are none 
to spare for prospecting. . It does appear unac- 
countable that such should be the case, when 
the rate of wages is considered, One would im- 
agine that ten dollars a day and the chance of 
getting into a good claim would draw a large 
population: It is quite true that this year Koo 
tenay has to a great extent diverted the current 
of immigration ; but still there|are many thou- 
sands of miners in California who are. earning 
Jess than half the rates now paid in Cariboo. 
Nothing but absolute ignorance abroad respect- 
ing the actual state of things in this colony can 

. account for the paucity of men, ‘Nor is this fea- 

“ture likely to disappear very soon. The sixty 
miles of roadghow under contract in that district 
must greatly increase the demand for labor, 
while the $100,000 of revenue |to be expended 
thereon will tend materially to relieve the pre- 
sent tightness so much complained of in the muney 
market. It appears very obvious to us that 
some organized effort should be made by our Gov- 
ernment in order to supply the great desideratum 
—population. We do not beliqye there is any 
occasion to expend money in Resting people to 
come to the country. Let it be known abroad 
that there is an actual scarcity of men to work 
the mines at $10 a day, and that Chinamen have 
to be employed upon our public) works because 
there are none others, to be had—let the real 
character and circumstances Of the colony be 
proclaimed ; let this be done in the name and au- 
thority of the Government, and) the result will 
very speedily prove the correctness of what we 
have repeatedly asserted, viz., that British Col- 
umbia is languishing for want of population sim: 
ply because no means have been used to make 
British Columbia knowa in those countries: where 
there is population to spare.

The /execution was fixed for’11 o’clock on Friday 
the Sth, in front of the old Capitol Prison. 

Wasuineton, June-9.—At an early hour this 
morhing vast multitudes of people began to col- 
lect|in the streets, in the neighborhood of the old 
Capitol Prison, «and; by 6 o’elock no standing 
room could be found ‘within two or three squares 
of the prison. At 8 O'clock an excursion. train 
arrived from Baltimofe, consisting of forty-seven 
cars, thronged with a large and excited crowd, 
intent upon witnessing the execution of those in- 
famous traitors, Jeff Davis and John C, Breck- 
jnridge. A strong force of troops under General 
Williams were distriljoted throughout the city to 
prevent any danger which might arise from the 
presence of the disloyal element, as well as: to 
ke@p within bounds the intensely excited loyal 
citizens. The news was immediately telegraph- 
ed ito allparts of the United States, producing 
thd most intense exditement, the people in sume 
places indalging their feelings even ,to the ex- 
tert of cannon, bonfires, &c. As the hoor 
for the execution approached the crowd and ex- 
citement in the neighborhood of the prison were 
intense. The place was strongly guarded and 
the most rigid regulations were enforced. 

At 11 o'clock Jeff. Davis and John C. Breck- 
intidge emerged from the prison and, under a 
strong guard, marched across the yard to, the 
place of execution.
